WASHINGTON, Jan. 29-(R)-The Senate today voted SS-4to 
urge the transfer, postponement or cancellation of the Moscow 
Olympics this summer in retaliation against Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan. In a resolution similar to one approved 386-12 by

Moscow Games went ahead as planned, the United States should 
boycott them. The resolutions have no force in law but are 
deigned to support President Carter’s request that the games be 
TSansferred or boycotted if Soviet troops do not pull oui of 
Afghanistan by Feb. 20.

The Canadian ambassador in'

Islam conference ends, 
condemns superpowers 

ISLAMABAD, Jan. 29 (R)— Islamic foreign ministers ended their- 
emergency meeting today after attacking both superpowers for inter- 
fering in Muslim countries. 


The 36 ministers called for the 
complete and unconditional with-, 
drawai of Soviet troops from 
Afghanistan and agreed to with- 
hold diplomatic recognition of the 
Moscow-backed government in 
Kabul. 

After a heated debate, the 
meeting of the Islamic Conference 
Organisation (ICO) also pro- 
tested against United States plans 
to impose economic sanctions 
against Iran in retaliation for the 
holding of American hostages in 
Tehran. 

Pakistan's foreign affairs cheif, 
Mr. Agha Shahi, said the con- 
ference had demonstrated the 
cohesion of the Islamic World and 
that its uncompromising stand 
would have a far-reaching impact 
on events not only in the region 
around Afghanistan but far bey- 
ond. 

The conference had warned the 
United States that Muslim coun- 
tries would not allow themselves 
to become pawns in superpower 
rivalry.

It declared “firm opposition to 
any threat or use of force or any 
kind of intervention or inter- 
ference or the imposition of 
economic sanctions against the

PARIS. Jan. 29 (Agencies) - One 
man was killed and eight people 
were injured, three of them seri- 
ously, when bomb blasts ripped 
through Syria's embassy today 
just before the arrival in Paris of 
the country's foreign minister. 
Police said the dead man was the 
embassy’s third secretary. 

The two bombs explosed almost 
simultaneously on separate floors 
of the embassy- in the fashionable 
Bois de .Boulogne area of the 
French capital. 

The explosions destroyed the 
consular section and brought 
down a ceiling. 

Foreign Minister Abdul Halim 
Khaddam. who is also Syria's 
deputy - premier, arrived in Paris 
shortly afterwards and was due to 
meet French officials tomorrow. 

In Damascus, a foreign ministry 
statement called the attack crim- 
inal aggression and “an act of 


campaign which desperately is 
attempting to shake Syria's stead- 
fastness" against recent Middle 
East developments. 

Official Syrian sources iden- 
tified the man killed today is an 
employee of the embassy's con- 
sular section, Mr. Marwan 
Mamamy. 

The injured included two Syrian 
and five French employees of the 
mission, all women, as well as a 
French passer-by. 

Embassy Minister Issam Hay- 
ani told reporters that six or seven 
of the wounded were in a serious 
condition. 

The embassy often received 
bomb threats, but had not 
received any recently and there- 
fore had not increased security, he 
said.

Iran unveils plans to fight 
inflation, boost production 


TEHRAN, Jan. 29 (R) - Iran’s, 
central bank governor. Mr. Ali 
RezaNobari, unveiled plans today 
to revitalise the country's 
economy, putting top priority on- 
fighting inflation and boosting 
industry and agriculture to full 
production. 

Mr. Nobari. a dose associate of 
president-elect Abo! Hassan 
Bani-Sadr who won his pres- 
idential mandate last week on the 
platform of an independent 
Islamic economy, fold Reuters in 
an interview: “We are dedicated 
to fighting inflation." 

The production drive will 
.indude all essential sectors of the 
economy, concentrating on boost- 
ing employment and developing 
rural areas and small towns. Iran's 
oil revenues will finance the 
expansion, which is planned to 
take industry to full output capac- 
ity within six months, the governor 
said. 

“We are conscious of the fact 
that if we want to make social and 
economic changes and to change 
the economic class relationship in 
- Iran, first of all we should have a 
strong economic basis to be able to 
stand foreign and internal oppos- 
ition to our programmes", Mr. 
Nobari said. 

‘ To fight inflation, Iran will 
decrease its imports and seek to 
buy them more cheaply, as well as 
ensuring that importers do not 
take artificially high profits, Mr. 
Nobari said. 

In line with this policy, an order 
-'was published today warning 


traders not to take excessive pro- 
fits or hoard food supplies. 

Merchants in the bazaar, 
Tehran’s major marketplace, have 
formed a committee which will 
cooperate with the government in 
controlling prices, Mr. Nobari 
said. 

The central bank governor also 
saw what he described as “ the cul- 
ture element" as an important fac- 
tor in beating inflation — per- 
suading the people not to buy 
goods they do not need. 

If Iranians had not held back 
from buying non-essential goods 
in the past year of revolution, the 
countiy could have suffered ram- 
pant inflation similar to that seen 
in Chile, Mr. Nobari said. 

In line with the policy of stop- 
ping unnecessary purchases and

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Sad testimony 


PRESIDENT Anwar Sadat, in a two-and-a-half-hour 
harangue before the Egyptian parliament on Monday, 
propounded the extraordinary view that the Israelis are 
honourable and trustworthy people to do business with. 

Timing his peroration to coincide with the Islamic con- 
ference in Islamabad, from which Egypt was excluded. Mr. 
Sadat went on to lambast Arab governments. In view of the 
Egyptian leaders shameless infatuation with the Zionist 
state, such outbursts against the Arabs can only be taken as 
a compliment. 

Even as President Sadat spoke. Israeli tanks were 
reported to have crossed into southern Lebanon in an 
apparent attempt to provoke a fight with Syria. In the 
occupied West Bank, Zionist settlers were moving their 
showcase settlement from one illegal sire overlooking Nab- 
lus to another. And these are only two samples of the 
routine activities of the “honourable and trustworthy” 
Israelis of which Mr. Sadat seemsnotto have taken notice. 

As Jordan pointed out in Mr. Marwan A1 Qasem's 
address to the Islamabad meeting, the Palestinian people 
suffer daily from the depredations of Zionist occupation: 
this, together with the Israeli crimes against the Islamic 
holy places of Jerusalem, and the host of other Israeli 
onslaughts against the human and national rights of the 
Palestinian people, constitutes a continuing and chronic act 
of aggression far more devastating in its international con- 
sequences even than the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. 

Mr. Sadat does not see things this way, however, and his 
speech in parliament was sad testimony to the extent to 
which he has sold out Arab and Islamic" interests - and is 
prepared to continue selling them our in the future in order 
to advance the cause of Israeli expansion. His alarums 
about a purported threat of Soviet aggression in the Ara- 
bian Gulf region are raised without the slightest sign of any 
concurrent worry on his part about the likelihood of 
equally dangerous American pre-emptive moves in the 
same region. The Soviet tanks in Kabul present us with a 
vision of one kind of reality: Mr. Harold Brown's glib 
references to America’s preparedness to intervene militar- 
ily in the Middle East afford us with a vision of another kind 
of reality. 

The Islamic ministers in Islamabad took an uncom- 
promising but commendablv even-handed view of these 
alarming developments. Even if Egypt had not been “dis- 
invited” to join in the conclave with Islamic and Arab 
representatives w’ho once considered Egypt a vital pan of 
their community of interests. President Sadat has more 
than amply demonstrated the tragic extent to which he has 
encamped with the enemies of Islam, of the Arabs, and, 
indeed, of reason and truth.

AL RAT: The memory of the Prophet Muhammad's birthday 
becomes, every year, an occasion to remind Muslims that Islamic 
thought, which originated from the Koran and the Sunna. lit the 
road when Islam was a force behind the growth of civilisation. 
This Islamic thought should glow once again, to enable Muslims to 
feel their way out and clarify their future steps — to organise their 
reactions to and their stands concerning events and set out to 
restore their civilised role in the light of the clear vision. 

Islamic thought is a logical outcome of the belief in Islam as a 
creed, and as a rational force w hich protects Muslims from inva- 
sions of deviant thought and harmful trends, whatever their origin 
and whenever they fake place. 

Thus Islamic thought remains always comprehensive, civilised 
thought and not a tactical movement limited by any regional, 
racial or temporal considerations. 

AL DUSTOUR: Muslims today face the conspiracies of the two 
superpowers, who are trying to suppress the awakening of the 
Muslim peoples, destroy their unity, plunder their wealth and 
dominate their resources. Today we also see here and there in the 
world war. dissension and famine due to people's greediness. 
. tyranny and desire to oppress one another. 

Muslims, while facing these difficult rimes and dreadful chal- 
lenges. find no way out except by resorting to faith, unity of ranks, 
and jihad for the cause of God and the right. The anniversary of 
the Prophet Muhammad's birth should be taken as a lantern to 
g^iide humanity in its search for redemption from calamities and 
distress.

AMMAN, Jan. 29 (JNA) - His

RSS seeks optimum b u il di n g materials for Jord

AMMAN. Jan. 29 — A special 
group of people at the Royal Sci- 
entific Society are working very 
hard, in coordination with the pri- 
vate sector and government 
authorities, to make Jordan a safer 
and more economical place to live. 

They make up the Building 
Materials Research Centre 
(BMRC) which is now in its third 
year of operation. It has a staff of 
45. half of whom are engineers, a 
quarter are technicians and 
another quarter are in administ- 
ration. 

Though their work may not be 
known to the average citizen, it 
will effect everyone" whether at 
work, at school. at home or on the 
road. The purpose of the BMRC is 
to apply its research to develop 
low-cost high-quality building^ 
materials, such as tougher, more" 
durable asphalt or stronger con- 
crete. 

When the BMRC completes its 
study on improving asphalt to 
meet Jordan's needs. Mayor Isam 
Ajlouni has promised to use the 
information and repave nearly all 
the roads in Amman. 

To reduce the cost of building 
products, the BMRC suggests how 
local, readily available raw mat- 
erials can be utilised in the pro- 
ducts' manufacture instead of 
either imported materials or mat- 
erials from areas in Jordan far 
from the site of manufacture. 

For example, the BMRC is 
researching the practicability of 
making concrete in Aqaba using 
granite as an aggregate (crushed 
rock) because the rock is plentiful 
in the region. 

In Amman, limestone is plen- 
tiful and could be used as an 
aggregate and in Irbid basalt is 
plentiful. So the BMRC is resting 
samples of the different mixes of 
concrete to determine their 
characteristics and how each can 
be used most \fcctively. 

“Our basic objective is to 
improve building materials, struc- 
tures and highw ays while reducing 
costs by employing local mat- 
erial." Dr. Ruhi Sharif, director of 
the BMRC. told the Jordan 
Times. 

“We do this through quality 
control, by testing materials in our 
labs and’ by applying practical 


research geared to solving the' 
needs in Jordan." he said. 

The BMRCs approach i> not to 
just find a problem and go to work 
on solving it. “We isolate a prob- 
lem and work with those involved 
with it to find a solution using our 
technical cooperation." Dr. Sharif 
said. 

Often, by isolating one prob- 
lem. other problems are dis- 
covered. For example, the BMRC 
noticed that cracks occur fre- 
quently in newly surfaced roads. 
When the BMRC investigated it 
found that specifications for 
proper mixture of asphalt were 
out-dated and didn't meet current 
requirements for increased traffic 
and heavy trucks. So the BMRC 
sought the help of authorities 
responsible, to both get the 
'asphalt mix to meet Jordans 
needs as well as to update ail 
specifications of building ma!- 
e rials in the country. 

This has involved the Ministry 
of Industry and Trade, the Minis- 
try of Public Works and the 
Amman Municipality. The Hous- 
ing Bank is also sharing 'he 
expense of work on updating 
specifications to ensure better 
structures. The bank has an inter- 
est at stake. It wouldn't want a 
homeowner to slop making pay- 
ments because his roof collapsed 
after four years. 

But sometimes the BMRC has 
its own problems. Though most 
responsible authorities welcome 
help from the special RSS group, 
others arc a bit reluctant to coop- 
erate because they feel the BVIRC 
may be encroaching on their 
authority. So the BMRC must 
explain that its only interest is 
improving structures for the 
benefit of the people. It realises 
that some authorities have 
engineers for the kind of research 
the BMRC specialises in. But 
often these engineers are over- 
worked with administrative duties 
and don’t have time for research . 
and testing materials. 

“We want them to know we 
have a full-time staff for fhb- and 
wc are only their technical arms." 
Dr. Sharif said. "They are wel- 
come to use our labs as if they 
were theirs." 

A major project of the BMRC is 
to establish new specifications for 
building materials. The project 
will take at least two vears of

working in cooperation with the 
Ministry of Industry and Trade 
and the Ministry of Public Works. 

When corr. pie led. the specifi- 
cations win be used by engineers 
and con: rectors for structural 
design choice of materials. The 
specifications will ensure that cer- 
tain bricks, for example, w ill be of 
the right size and strength to be 
used in a structural wall. 

In the project to find the best 
asphalt mix lor Jordan, laboratory - 
tests are done to analyse several 
different mixtures of tar. ethylene 
and aggregate to determine which 
mixture can best meet Jordan's 
varied requirements, experiments 
are ba-ed on American specifi- 
cations for u.-phal:. rut also take 
Into account Jordan’s widely var- 
ying tempera tares, rs-ad use by 
both privare- cars and multi-ton 
trucks, and lo^g periods when 
water remains or -he surface 
because of poor drainage. 

Again, even as the BMRC iso- 
lates one problem another is 
revealed. The major cause of 
asphalt cracking is poor drainage, 
which is the result ol inadequate 
de< ; gn because building reg- 
ulations are outdated. 

When water is a i lowed to stand 
• >n asphalt for long periods it even- 
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A sample of asphalt tar 1 $ refined into its bade- components to lei adhesive 
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tually breaks down the com- 
position. seepsthrough and drains 
under the surface. This erodes soil 
and weakens the support for the 
asphalt. So part of the BMRCs 
research on the project will result 
in recommendations for better 
regulations on road design. 

The BMRC is also considering a 
recent proposal from the Uni- 
versity of Jordan to conduct 
research aimed at producing 
skid-resistant asphalt which could 
help to reduce the number of acci- 
dents. The proposal has generated 
a lot of interest but no decision has 
yet been taken. 

When the BMRC started in 
July, 1977. its firet, and con- 
tinuing. project was to develop 
material specifications and design 
for low-cost housing. The idea is 
to produce inexpensive, strong 
and safe housing for low income 
people, which can be built quickly 
and without complications. 

The project was initiated with 
West German aid of about $ 1 mil- 
lion that was granted on condition 
that Jordan purchase pre-east 
building materials for the houses 
from West Germany— according 
to the specifications established by 
the RSS. So far. the BMRC has 
built four model low-cost houses 
and yvill build two more. Even- 
tually, ihe work will lead lo allow 
income housing development, 
probably in the Amman region. 

Another quality control project 
involves analysing aggregate that 
conics from several different 
quarries in the country. The 
research is being conducted in. 
cooperation with the Natural 
Resources Authority, which is 
responsible for mineral resources 
and mining in Jordan. The pur- 
pose is to determine the aggre- 
gates that work best in concrete 
mixes for particular purposes. 

In another research project, the 
BMRC is testing the insulation 
properties of building materials. 
This work is being done by request 
of the Jordanian Engineer’s 
Association which will compile 
the results and make them avail- 
able to all engineers in the coun- 
try. The information will indicate 
the insulation value of various 
building materials. 

Also of considerable value to 
engineers is the BMRCs soil 
analysis research, particularly of 
the varying properties of clay from 
different pans of the country. The 
study will focus on the Amman 
and Irbid area:', first. 


The three -year project is being 
conducted in cooperation with the 
Building Research Establishment 
in the U.K. The aim of the 
research is to provide engineers 
with a geographical soil map 
depicting the particualr properties 
of the clay in a given area. With 
this information, engineers will be 
able to design foundations that are 
neither too strong or not strong 
enough in compensating for unst- 
able clay surfaces. 

Another research/ project 
involving the private sector aims 
at updating all information on 
cement factories in - the Arab 
World. The study will include a 
complete economic survey on 
marketing, production and con- 
sumption.

The style, however, is bound to 
be controversial. Bat it may go 
down in Amman much better than 
h did among the Arab community 
in the States. There, the Arabs try 
their best to hang onto anything 
that embodies their traditions and 
may preserve their fragile con- 
nections to their home. Here, on 
the contrary, tradition is omnip- 
resent and there is no fear of its 
getting lost. The younger gen- 
eration is looking for development 
and modernisation; they still love 
Arabic music; but they also are 
attracted by the different stan- 
dards portrayed by western music 
and the youthful rhythms in pop. 
rock, disco and jazz. 

Raja's two albums are not 
widely found on the market here 
in Amman, but surely will be soon 
if the show strikes the popular 
fancy — and k is bound to.

The first 
side features “Back to Lebanon”, 
the hit song that soon was being 
heard all over the Arab com- 
munity and Radio Monte Carlo;

“Back to Lebanon" is soft and 
romantic, but probably more mov- 
ing for Arabic speakers.

tomorrow I must be gone, and 
return for awhile...” the song 
shifts to a nostalgic chant: “My 
country’s voice is gone now but 
perhaps tomorrow her song will 
return to Mount Lebanon.”

Raja’s new-found singing talent 
must, however, not make the lis- 
tener disregard his older and more 
developed talents, particularly his 
conga drum playing. Using a 
nine-drum set, designed by Raja 
himself, he creates a rhythm quite 
indescribable in words — but said 
by some listeners to be “fan- 
tastic”. 

Raja Zaher was bom and grew 
up in Lebanon as the “bashful” 
son of a medical doctor. The fam- 
ily considered him something of a 
musical genius, because, he said, 
“I could play any instrument I 
Touched and thought everyone 
could do the same. 1 used to hide 
and run away whenever guests 
came to the house because my 
parents would inevitably ask me to 
play,” Raja recalls modestly. 

By the time he was 12, he could 
play the accordion and the piano. 
At the 200 year-old high school he 
attended, “Suq al Gharb”, he was 
the first student ever to pur 
together a play and have it per- 
formed. “It was a son of musical ” 
he explains briefly; thereafter the 
band formed for the show stayed 
together and performed often. 


He chose to go to Central State 
University (CSU1 in Oklahoma, 
where he studied political science, 
drama and music. Excelling in 
theatre ans, he won the school's 
two drama awards: Best Actor of 
the Year and Best Director of the 
Year. 

It was also at the university that 
he formed a dabke dance group 
composed of 24 American female 
students from the same university, 
with Raja accompanying on the 
mingira (Arabic recorder). The 
group was so successful that 
Lebanese folk dancing was added 
to the university's curriculum, and 
the group went touring to other 
American universities. They 
ended the season brilliantly by giv- 
ing a performance for late Ameri- 
can Vice President Hubert Hum- 
phrey. 

After three years of popularity 
at CSU. Raja decided “to hit Hol- 
lywood." Transferring to Califor- 
nia State University of in Los 
Angeles, he took bachelor's 
degrees in Political Science 
("that's for the family”) and in 
Drama (“that's what I came to the 
U.S. for”), beside minoring in 
Music and specialising in Tele- 
vision Broadcasting. 

Explaining a snapshot of him 
frozen high up in the air in a 
Kung-Fu high kick position. Raja 
remarked that he had gained a 
black belt in karate and some 
other forms of self-defence - 
besides placing first in the Mid- 
west Fencing Championship while 
at CSU. 

It comes as no surprise to hear 
that Raja has been performing 
regularly in various nightclubs, 
including the Las Vegas Hilton. 
From the performances in night- 
clubs. Middle Eastern dubs and 
parties, where he played the tableh 
(conga drums), he quite naturally 
evolved his own combinations of 
lablebs. Starring with only two or 
three, the sets grew fast into the 
more intricate and larger sets of 
nine and even fifteen. 

“Believe me,” comments Raja. 
“I served Lebanon more at that 
time than all of the cabinet put 
together. 

“Luck, or rather perfect timing 
of circumstances was what charac- 
terised my fast success." he added. 
The break come when a director 
of Paramount studios heard him 
perform one night, handed him'a 
card bearing the name of a certain 
Mr. Stevenson and told him to call 
this person.

Mr. Stevenson turned out to be 
the head of the music department 
of Paramount. But wfcm Raja 
realised that seeing him wasn't all 
that easy after numerous 
unheeded phone calls, he put his 
acting talent to use and intro- 
ducing himself as a Lebanese 
reporter, he managed to secure an ‘ 
.interview. 

As he walked finally into Mr. 
Stevenson's office, he declared 
right away that he was no repor- 
ter: “Here is my name and phone 
number, and here is a tape with 
recordings of my style of music. If 
you need this kind of music for 
soundtracks, just call me.” The 
-amazed Mr. Stevenson answered 
that he liked “people with guts." 

Raja waited so long for that call 
to come that he almost forgot 
about it. Then one day, the phone 
rang as he was walking out of the 
door with some friends. He did not 
bother to reply, but when the 
phone kept on ringing even after 
he'd locked the door, he decided 
to go back in and pick it up. A 
certain Mr. Hugo Montenegro 
asked him if he still wanted to play 
for soundtracks, and gave him an 
appointment. 

The hand of luck (or of God) 
was certainly operating in that 
call, for the next morning the radio 
news announced the sudden heart 
attack and death of Mr. Steven- 
son. “He was the only person to 
have my name and phone number, 
and the’only person to know about 
my kind of music." exclaims Raja, 
pondering on the consequences. 

From that point on, his career 
flowed smoothly. He played his 
“special effeef' conga drum part 
in a number of television prog- 
rammes. including Mission 
Jmpossible. Police Story. Six Mil- 
lion Dollar Man. Mod Squad and 
many others. 

He would be given “say 24 bars 
(in a musical score ) marked ‘Raj- 
a's special drums', and I would put 
in my thing and play according to 
the action, like fear or running, 
things of that sort.” His success 
and easy life soon led him to forget 
what he came to the U.S. for — 
namely, acting. Music, which he 
had studied only as a minor, and 
which he always thought of as a 
pastime, became bis profession. 

Knowing the top. first-class 
people in sound technique, 
recording studios, musicianship 
and other related branches of 
show business paved the road to 
success. Raja recorded the two 
albums mentioned above, plus 


two singles — “Chemical Reac- 
tion" and “Going Back", and 
staged a one-and-a-half-hour 
concert in 1978 that drew a crowd 
of 2,000 who gave him a standing 
ovation. 

The importance of the concert, 
explains Raja, was that it came as 
a surprise to many Americans. 
Their conception of Arabic music 
as being made up of dull, repeti- 
tive. incomprehensible tunes was 
once and for all put away. They 
discovered that Arabic music can 
also have harmony, bass accom- 
paniments. back-up singers, famil- 
iar instruments, full orchestra, 
conductor, chorus and — Iasi but 
not least — players known to them 
(such as musicians that hgye 
played with Buddy Rich and Don 
Ellis). 

The reaction from rhe Arab 
community was a different story. 
Many people resented his break 
from tradition and never tried to 
understand him or his music. Raja 
asks Why? “They still don’t want 
to see someone advancing, coming 
out with new creative ideas. 1 am 
aim to say this but they don't. I 
do hope that in time they will 
change.” 

Raja is now' planning a second 
concert, in which he will bring in 
guest stars. “My first concert 
aimed at saying: This is me." he 
said. Now that his music is estab- 
lished. he wants to produce more' 
varied and entertaining shows. 

Viewers of Channel Thifee may 
remember an outstanding 15- 
minute drum solo in the variety 
programme “Alwan". presented 
by Ryad Sharara about two weeks 
ago. That was Jordan's first taste 
of Rajas special sound, a per- 
formance filmed in Beirut in 1 975. 
So watch out for the Raja Show. 


Germans to help 
plan development 
of Aqaba, Ma’an 


AMMAN, Jan. 29 (JNA) - Three 
West German specialists will 
arrive in Amman in the next two 
weeks to help a Jordanian techni- 
cal ieam prepare a programme for 
developing the southern Aqaba 
and Ma'an regions, the Minister of 
Municipal, Rural and Environ- 
mental Affairs, Dr. Jamal Sha'er, 
said here yesterday. 

He said agreement on dis- 
patching the German specialists 
was reached at a meeting he held 
yesterday with the West German 
Charge cf Affaires in Amman, Dr. 
Wilhelms Schuermann. They also 
discussed at the meeting the pos- 
sibility of sending yet another 
specialist to help in conducting a 
survey of the environment "in 
Aqaba and the surrounding area, 
with the aim of determining the 
extent of pollution affecting iL 

"Hie specialists would later give 
assistance in training Jordanian 
staff in controlling pollution.

Two surviving quints 
said to be doing well

AMMAN. Jan. 29 — The two survivors of Jordan's first set of 
quintuplets. Isam and Hvam Shater. arc doing well and gaining 
weight, a source at the Jordan University Hospital (JUH) said 
today. 

The ten day-old babies are still kept in incubators and are fed 25 
cc of full-strength milk even’ two hours. Isam (a boy), weighs 
today 1.420 kilogrammes and Hyam (a girl). 1.520 kilogrammes. 

The babies are said to be gaining weight although their present 
weights arc less than their birth weights— 1 .560 and 1 .440 kilog- 
rammes— because all premature infants arc expected to lose up to 
10 per cent of their weight in the first ten days of life. It is only 
after this initial loss that the\ start gaining v\ eight. 

The two are the only survivors from the three boys and two girls 
that were bom to Mrs. Ali Shater on Jan. 1 9. three of them at her 
home in Mafraq. They were transferred to JUH’s Special Care 
Baby Unit, because it is the only hospital in the country with an 
adequate number of incubators. The remaining two children were 
bom in hospital. 

One baby boy died at home, and a second bov. named 
Mohammad, died during his first day at JUH. A third, the smallest 
one — a girl weighing only 920 grammes — died on Jan. 26. 


Local News Briefs 


AMMAN, Jan. 29 (JT) — A new JD 22 million budget for the Huttiya 
Aqaba Railway Corporation is currently being considered by the 
Budget Department, according to Al Ra*i newspaper. It said the 
corporation's projects (his year include increasing the annual deliv- 
ery of phosphate from Hasa mines to Aqaba to three million tonnes 
from 1.5 million, the construction of more maintenance workshops 
and ihe purchase of eight locomotives and 250 wagons. According to 
the newspaper, the corporation intends to extend the railway lines to 
reach the wheat silos near Aqaba. 

AMMAN. Jan. 29 (JNA) — A development plan for the Balqa region 
will be reviewed in detail on Thursday by a subcommittee set up by 
the Amman Urban Region Planning Group (AURPG). According 
to'AURPG Director Ghaleb Baqa'in. the plan deals with the 
economic, social and environmental aspects of Balqa region 
development. Several government committees have drafted recom- 
mendations in connection wilh the plan, and these too will be 
reviewed by the committee, Mr. Baqa'in said. 

AMMAN, Jan. 29 (JT) — A total of 11 new industries, with a total 
capital of JD 1 .570 million, have been granted licence by the Ministry 
of Industry and Trade loopen operations in Jordan. According to Al 
Ra’i newspaper, the projects, expected to employ 621 people, 
include two clothing factories, a factory for manufacturing plastic for 
agricultural greenhouses and factories for manufacturing bricks,, 
chocolates and processing dairy products. 

AMMAN, Jan. 29 (JNA) -- Jordan will take part in an international 
air transport conference to be held in Montreal, Canada on Feb. 12, a 
source at the Civil Aviation Directorate said here yesterday. The 
eight-day conference, sponsored by the International Civil Aviation 
Organisation (ICAO), will discuss airtransport problems and fares 
poliev for 1 980. Jordan will be presented by a two-member civil 
aviation delegation in the conference, which will be attended by 
representatives of an estimated 144 ICAO members.

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England down New South Wales 

- CANBERRA. Australia. Jan. 2y (AP)--Englimd opening bats- 
man Wayne Larkins forced his way back into test contention with 
a fighting 9ft to steer England to a surprise eight wicket win over 
New South Wales on the final day of their three-day match here 
today. Larkins may have played his way into the England team for 

• the third test against Australia in Melbourne on Feb. 1 after 
today’s innings." 

The tourists grabbed victory with 2.4 overs left of the final 20 
overs in the last hour after spendings most of the match on the 
defensive. England were set 250 runs to win in 205 minutes and 
after a slow start the scoring rate accelerated to give them an easy 
victory. New South Wales resumed one for 113 in Their second 
innings after England were all out for 203 yesterday in reply to 
New South Wales' first innings score of seven declared for 212. 

Doug Walters, New South Wales skipper, was planning to 
declare his innings around lunch time but tight bowling by Eng- 
land delayed the closure until half an hour after the interval. 
Spinners Derek Underwood and John Enburey were mainly 
responsible for finning down the scoring rate and their combined 
48 overs cost only 104 runs. England seemed intent on only 
getting batting practice in the first overs of their innings with 
openers Larkins and Geoff Boycott taking one hour to score the 
first 28 runs. 

• After his failure in the first innings Larkins was promoted to 
open with Boycott and the tactice paid off for England with the 
Northhampshire batsman outplaying his vetepan partner. Eng- 
land lost their first wicket in the 43rd over when boycott was 
caught by PeterToohey at mid-off from the bowling of off spinner 
Graeme’Beard for 51 scored in 138 minutes. 

The dismissal made England one for 124 and a win became a. 
distinct possibility. The last 20 overs started with England needing 
to score another 125 runs to win with Graham Gooch joining 
Larkins. The pair slammed the state bowling adding 45 runs in the 
next eight overs until Larkins dismissal.

Meeting to discuss prizes for athletes 

LONDON, Jan. 29 (R) — British track and field officials said 
yesterday they would propose at the International Amateur 
Athletic Federation (IAAF) congress in Moscow in July that 
athletes be paid cash prizes. Current IAAF rules restrict athletes 
to receiving prizes up to the value of S250. 

The British Amateur Athletic Board” s { BAAB) proposals to 
change longstanding amateur rules would allow’ athletes to 
receive cash prizes, except in international matches, and to 
receive a return ftom advertising if the money is paid through the 
national athletics body. David Shaw, secretary of the BAAB, 
said: •’This represents a jump forward but our main concern is that 
it should be a controlled jump. It is essential that in any move 
towards so-called open athletics That governing bodies keep con- 
trol. " 

The BAAB has avoided any reference to the money limits 
which could be paid to athletes.** ‘All we are trying to do at the 
moment is to get the subject an international airing,” Shaw added. 
’*It could be that in Moscow delegates to the IAAF will say that 
they are well satisfied with what exists. But it will be useful to 
establish which way we are going.” 

1 The BAAB have suggested that the IAAF should lay down 
the limits on prize money, that it should not apply to international 
appearances and that control would be needed to ensure athletes 
did not desert their country's interests in favour of lucrative 
meetings. On the question of appearance money Shaw said: “It is 
some thing of an emotive issue. We are looking to set up a situation 
where it is reduced in significance even if it cannot be eradicated.” 

ftesf day at World Bowls 

MELBOURNE. Jan. 29 <R) — Competitors in the World Bowls 
Championships here had a rest day today, but English champion 
David Bryant was not far from the sport. He was guest of a local- 
bowls manufacturing company and inspected their factory. “I 
have had o quiet day— not even any yoga,” Bryant said. He is 
unbeaten afrer ten matches in the singles championship and is 
favourite to win the gold medal. Play resumes tomorrow.

CALCUTTA, Jan. 29 (R)-Sandeep PatiL playing in his second 
test, was top scorer with 62 as India methodically built up a score 
of 205 for five on the opening day of the sixth and final cricket test . 
against Pakistan here today. Sandeep dominated a fifth wicket 
partnership of 88 with Yashpa! Sharma. who was not out on -8 at 
the close but was woefully unenterprising. At one stage he spent 
51 minutes without scoring. India, though already a»ured ot 
victory in the series with a 2-0 lead, ground along Through the day 
with scores of 79. 6 1 and 65 in the three two-hour sessions. After 
Sunil Gavaskar and Cheran Chauhan had set them off with an 
opening stand of 48, they slid to 99 for four, but Paul and Sharma 
foiled Pakistan's hopes of bringing about a collapse.

Brown outlines arguments for big 
increase in U.S. defence spending 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 (R) - The United States faces almost unprecedented military chaUenges 
around the world and may well be at a critical turning point in its history. Defence Secretary Harold 
Brown said today. 


“We must now decide whether 
we intend to remain the strongest 
nation in the world." Mr. Brown 
said as he outlined the Carter 
administration's arguments for 
$1,000 billion increase in defence 
spending over the next five years. 

“The alternative is to let ourse- 
lves slip into inferiority, into a pos- 
ition of weakness in a harsh world 
where principles unsupported by- 
power are victimised, and to 
become a nation with more of a 
past than a future," he told the 
House of Representatives Armed 
Services Committee. 

Mr. Brown said growing Soviet 
power had been accompanied by 
an increased readiness by the 
Kremlin to project its influence 
beyond traditional borders, espe- 
cially with its “blatant and brutal 
invasion" of Afghanistan. 

“As a reult of these develop- 
ments, our defence establishment 
could be faced with an almost 
unprecedented number of 
demands, and some of these 
demands could arise more or less 


simultaneously," Mr. Brown said. 

His assessment, one of the 
gloomiest in years, was presented 
in his annual report to (he house 
committee on the military position 
of the U.S. 

The document argued the 
administration's case for raising 
‘defence spending by $15 billion to 
a record $142.7 billion for the 
financial year beginning next 
October. 

Mr. Brown said the president's 
budget announced yesterday was 
“right and necessary for the sec- 
urity of our country,” 

The plan emphasises develop- 
ing forces which could be rushed 
to such potential trouble spots as 
the Gulf, the major passageway 
for oil exports to the West. 

It also more than meets a pledge 
by Mr. Carter to increase U.S. 
spending for the NATO alliance 
by three per cent to keep allied 
forces ready for any Soviet assault 
on Western Europe. 

The budget also provides for 
heavy spending on the new MX 


France, India agree to 
hold regular summits 


NEW DELHI, Jan. 29 (R) - 
France and India, reacting to 
world tension over the Soviet 
intervention in Afghanistan, said' 
today they would hold regular 
summit meetings in an effort to 
contribute to peace and inter- 
national cooperation. 

A communique issued after 
talks between Indian Premier 
Indira Gandhi and visiting French 
President Valeiy Giscard cFEsta- 
ing also said the two leaders would 
take all necessary steps to defuse 
current tensions. 

The meetings would take place 
alternatively in France and India, 
the communique said without 
specifying how frequently. 

President Giscard d’Estaing, 
the first French head of state to 
come to India, leaves New Delhi 
today to address Indian bankers 
and industrialists in Bombay 
before returning to Paris at the 
end of a five-day official visit to 
tbe country. 

He held extensive talks with 
Mrs. Gandhi on world problems, 
including the Afghan crisis and its 
implications for Southwest Asia. 

In a sloemn declaration two 
days ago, they called on all coun- 
tries, “particularly the most pow- 
erful ones,” to recognise the grav- 
ity of the situation and refrain 
from “any action which could 
intensify great power rivalry and 
bring back the cold war." 

Today's communique said 
peace and international security 
could be based only on respect for 


the sovereignty of all states and 
the right of each nation to deter- 
mine its own destiny. 

The two sides last night signed 
seven cooperation agreements 
including one to set up a giant 
aluminium complex in the eastern 
India state of Orissa with French 
financial and technical assistance. 

Paris will also provide loans and 
credits totalling $250 million to 
help finance Indian imports from 
France and development projects, 
part of which will go to the 
aluminium complex. 

The other protocols included 
one for cooperation in agriculture 
and rural development and others 
on coal mining, renewable energy, 
ocean science and technology and 
petro-chemicals and fertilisers.

President Carter temporarily 
withdrew SALT II from Senate 
consideration after the Soviet 
move into Afghanistan last 
month. 

Mr. Brown said a Soviet move 
to build its nuclear forces beyond 
the SALT II limits would force the 
United States to increase its own 
strategic arsenal. 

In general, he said, the Soviet 
Union spent 85 per cent more 
than the United States in 1979 on 
research, weapons and other 
hardware purchases, and military 
construction. 

He said Soviet forces in the Far 
East were “geographically 
positioned, exercised and appar- 
ently designed for offensive oper- 
ations,” though he said not all 
were ready for combat. 

“We can no longer preclude 
their Being able to operate simul- 
taneously in several parts of the 
world.” Mr. Brown said. 

The U.S. spending plan would 
provide for 1 ,700 new planes and 
97 new ships over the next five 
years. 

Several new vessels would be 
floating depots filled with arms 
and ammunition which would be ■ 
stationed in readiness near the 


Gulf, for example. 

Whenever major fighting broke 
out or appeared imminent, U.S. 
marine and army troops would be 
flown quickly to areas near the 
depots and pick up their Fighting 
gear. 

■ Mr. Brown said the United 
States had made similar plans with 
NATO allies to deal with the pos- 
sibility of Soviet attack on Europe. 

Mr. Brown made these points 
about specific areas: 

Middle East — “The region has 
become a breeding ground for 
internal upheaval -- for war. ter- 
rorism and subversion. Tem- 
porary disruptions or a more per- 
manent decline in the supply of oil 
from the Gulf could easily occur as 
a consequence. The Soviet inva- 
sion of Afghanistan, its footholds 
in South Yemen and the Horn of 
Africa, and the Soviet naval pre- 
sence in the Red Sea and the 
Indian Ocean only make a volatile 
situation potentially more explo- 
sive.” 

Iran — The country in which 
U.S. hostages have been held for 
nearly three months “has reached 
a stage of revolutionary chaos... 
some of its provinces are in open 
revolt. Its production and export 
of oil could be interrupted at any 
moment." 

Africa — Soviet, East European 
and Cuban forces now operate in 
more 'than 20 African nations. 
There is a continuing danger of 
more internal strife to come.

Marchers will be prepared to 
wait two days at Thai border 



BANGKOK, Jan. 29 (R) - The 
chief organiser of an attempt to 
cross the Thai border into Kam- 
puchea next week with emergency 
food supplies said today the 
chances of success were not high. 

The Vietnam-backed regime in 
Phnom Penh has denounced the 
planned march by French doctors 
and international personalities as 
a plot to denigrate its attempts to 
restore normality to the war-tom 
country. 

Chief organiser of the relief 
attempt. French doctor Jean 
Malhuret. told Reuters that in 
view of the Kampuchean reaction, 
“1 do not think the chances of 
them letting us in are very high." 

The marchers are expected lo 
include American singer Joan 
Baez. Norwegian actress Liv Ull- 
man. Soviet dissident Alexander 
Ginsburg, British Member of Par- 
liament Winston Churchill and 
Northern Ireland's NobeJ Peace 
Prize winner Mairead Corrigan. 

Dr. Malhuret said the marchers 
would head for the border on 
Wednesday and were prepared to 


- wait there for two days. 

If they were not given per- 
mission to enter Kampuchea, the 
200 tons of food would be turned 
over lo the Thai Red Cross for 
distribution among Kampuchean 
refugees and Thais displaced from 
their homes by border fighting. 

Dr. Malhuret added that Joan 
Baez would give a concert in 
Bangkok on Feb. 9 to raise money 
for the Thai Red Cross. 

The march was organised fol- 
lowing reports that food relief sent 
to Kampuchea was piled up undis- 
tributed in warehouses. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 29 (R) - 
Senator Edward Kennedy, after 
making a major speech yesterday 
in Washington to boost his bid for 
the U.S. presidency, flew here lb 
attack the Carter administration's 
record on Israel. 

Addressing American Jewish 
leaders, he accused President Car- 
ter of following an incoherent, 
inconsistent, insensitive and 
incompetent Middle Easr policy. 

He told the council of pres- 
idents of major American Jewish 
.organisations that President Car- 
rier had an on-again off-again flir- 
tation with the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) and 
said: “No member of a Kennedy 
administration would ever negoti- 
ate or in any way deal with rep- 
resentatives of a PLO committed 
to the destruction of Israel." 

He said he believed the creation 
of a Palestinian state on the West 
Bank of the Jordan River would 
become a pro-Soviet state in what 
he described as “the energy heart- 
land of the world.” 

Senator Kennedy chided the 
Carter administration for criticis- 
ing Israeli Prime Minister' 
Menachem Begin and added: “1 
have never heard (PLO leader 
Yasser) Arafat described... as 
stubborn or intransigent.” 

The Senator, in his strong pro- 
Israeli speech, criticised the Car- 
ter administration for continuing 
to call the old city of Jerusalem 
"occupied territory." 

He said: “I recognise the mille- 
nial Jewish identification with the 
city of David, and I am committed 
to both an undivided Jerusalem 
and an Israel with secure, defens- 
ible and recognised borders. 

Senator Kennedy declared: 
“Israel is not just a Jewish issue, it 
is a moral and security issue for all

With battery-powered cars, electronic wizardry 

New York Auto Show underway 


NEW YORK, Jan. 29 
(R)— Electricity, as a means of 
power and as an aid to driving, is 
prominently displayed at the 1980 
New York Automobile Show that 
opened here on the weekend. 

The show offers car buffs a look 
at scores of new cars ranging from 
tiny, fiiel-efficicnr "economy” 
models to some of the most lux- 
urious and expensive cars on the 
market. 

Battery-powered cars —one a 
prototype and the other already in 
production— are two of the attrac- 
tions of the show while the wizar- 
dry' of solid-state electronics 
seems to be virtually everywhere. 

The “Microcar,"' which looks 
like a solidly-built, two seat tricy- 
cle. is making its debut at the show 
as an electric-powered alternative 
vehicle for short-range trips. 

The battery-powered car, about 
the size of a golf can but made of 
light-weight tubular steel, can go 
about 4§ kilometres before re- 
charging. which is done by simply- 
plugging it into a regular house- 
hold electrical outlet? 

The car's makers, from nearby. 
Long Island, say that two of its 
obvious limitations— its range and 
top speed of 32 kilometres per 


Most manufacturers, at least on 
their more expensive models, now- 
use advanced electronic circuitry 
to deliver a precisely-timed spark 
to the engine and many also 
employ electronic fuel-injection 
systems. 

Most American car companies 
also offer various forms of space- 
age electronic dials and gadgetry 
for “greater confidence and driv- 
ing convenience .*’ 

Some expensive models have 
“mini-computer” micro-circuits 
with sensors that monitor various 
functions of the car— air-fuel ratio, 
timing, manifold pressure, and so 
on. 

Inside, most American makers 
are rapidly replacing traditional- 
gauges with lighted digital read-' 
ours. 

Many are also offering “elec- 
tronic message centres” that pro- 
vide instantaneous information on 
speed, distance travelled, fuel 
consumed, elapsed rime of jour- 
ney. average speed, time of day. 
estimated time of arrival and even 
the distance left before the fuel 
runs out. 

Several models also offer an 
optional “electronic entry" sys- 
tem , in which the car doors and 


also displaying convertibles. 

Volkswagen is showing- a 
folding-top version of its 
extremely popular Golf model 
and Triumph is giving prominent 
attention to two top-down TR7s. 

The show also offers its usual 
conglome ration of sales gimmicks. 
There are dozens of scantily-clad 
models, at least two talking robots 
and various cut-away displays of 
cars and engines. One firm, rec- 
ognising the latest fad sweeping 
the country, has two “roller disco" 
dancers attracting people to its 
display area. 


ROME. Jan. 29 (R) - Italian 
Prime MinisferFranoesooCossiga 
called in parliament yesterday for 
a vote of confidence to dear the 
way for approval of the gov- 
ernment's new anti-terrorist 
measures. 

The Chamber of Deputies had 
debated a package of anti- 
terrorist measures for five days 
but approval was blocked by 
7,000 amendments tabled by the 
Radical Party. 

The measures were passed as a 
decree on Dec. 14 but have to be 
confirmed by parliament within 
60 days to become law. 

The* decree gives police wider 
powers to arrest, interrogate and 
hold suspects, increases sentences 
for political crimes and extends 
the pre-trial detention limit from 
four to 12 years. 

Mr. Cossiga said these measures 
were urgently needed to protect 
Italy's democratic order and con- 
front a grave threat against the 
republic. 

With time running out. Mr. 
Cossiga said he decided to ask par- 
liament for a vote of confidence on 
the measures. 


The Christian Democratic 
prime minister, who heads a 
fragile minority government 
including Socialists and Liberals, 
needs at least the abstention of the 
Socialist. Party to win the vote. 

The Socialists, however, have 
asked for several amendments and 
it* was not immediately known 
what attitude they would adopt.

He also said Carter policies 
might have led to the taking of 
American hostages in Iran. He 
urged the administration to call 
for a U.N. investigation into the 
Iranian revolutionary gov- 
ernment's complaints against the 
deposed Shah as a means of resol- 
ving the hostage crisis. 

Calling President Carter's fight 
against inflation a failure. Mr. 
Kennedy said in his speech at 
Georgetown University: “There is 
only one recourse. The president 
should impose an immediate 
six-month freeze on inflation." 

He explained that this would 
include mandatory controls as 
long as necessary on prices and 
wages, profits, dividends, interest 
rates and rents. 

The senator, whose political 
fortunes began to detline when he 
publicly criticised the ex-Shah at 
the height of the hostage crisis, 
•said he had no apologies to make 
for his sweeping criticisms of the 
Carter position on Afghanistan. 

Saying that Americans must 
openly discuss foreign crises today 
just as they did when the Nazis 
were sweeping across Europe. Mr. 
Kennedy said: • 

"I make no apology for raising 
questions about the Carter doc- 
trine" of opposing Soviet expan- 
sion into the Gulf arca. • 

He agreed the Soviet invasion 
of Afghanistan was brutal aggres- 
sion. “But is this really the gravest 
threat to peace since’ World Waj 
II?” he asked. 

On Iran. Mr. Kennedy said: 
“This is a crisis that never should 
have happened. 

“ In the clearest terms, the 
administration was warned that 
the admission of the Shah (to the 
United States for medical treat- 
ment) would provoke retaliation 
in Tehran, President Carter con- 
sidered those warnings and 
rejected them in secret." 

Mr. Kennedy said it was time 
For the United States to seek a way 
out of the hostage crisis by sup- 
porting creation of a U.N. com- 
mission to investigate Iran's grie- 
vances against tbe Shah.

MOSCOW— With a shrug 
of her shoulders, the Rus- 
sian housewife Is ready to 
bear the brunt of Pres- 
ident Carter’s anger over 
Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan. The Rus- 
sians, already used to 
queuing in crowded 
butcher shops, face the 
prospect of a major 
reduction in meat supplies 
this year from between 
nine to 11 per cent due to 
the American grain 
embargo. 

Washington's ban on the sale of 
1 7 million tonnesof animal feed to 
the. Soviet Union was part of a 
package of measures— ranging 
from the expulsion of Soviet dip- 
lomats from New York to hairing 


But though the grain embargo' 
hits at the Soviet economy's weak 
point— agriculture— few people 
think it will sway the Kremlin from 
its derision. 

What appears certain is that it 
will hit the hard-pressed Soviet 
consumer's meat supplies, with 
the effect becoming marked dur- 
ing the second half of the year. 

Western experts in Moscow 
predict that butchers' shelves will 
look abnormally bare in July, just 
as Moscow, host to the summer 
Olympic games that month, is 
hoping to act as the shop window 
for communism. 

Many Russians, however, don't 
see it thar way. 

They blame the shortage of 
meat and many consumer goods 
over the past few months on the 
government holding back supplies 
so it can release them during the 
games to impress the foreign vis- 
itors to the Soviet Union. 

Russians add that even if they 
have to forego meat before and 
after the Olympiad, They believe 
the authorities will do anything, 
from hoarding what little -there is 
to importing from abroad, to 
make sure butchers shops arc well 
stocked then. 

In fact, these people go so far as 
to think there will be plenty of 
meat on sale in both July and 


August. 

The Soviet Government has 
invested its prestige and millions 
of roubles in preparing for the 
games, including building a brand 
new terminal at Moscow's Shere- 
metyevo Airport. 

Bur whatever the authorities do 
to alleviate the expected meat 
shortage in the summer and 
autumn. Western experts say they 
arc sure the lack of feed grain, 
.combined with last year’s poor 
grain harvest of 179 million 
tonnes, will set back Soviet meat 
production plans by up to four 
years. 

“There is no way the Soviet 
Union can get through 1 980 with- 
out slaughtering some of its care- 
fully built up herds.” one expert 
.said. 

They base their predictions on 
an estimated need this year of 34 
million tonnesof feed grains. With 
most potential suppliers pledged 
not to make up the shortfall, they 
think only some 20 million tonnes 
will arrive in Soviet ports. 

There Is no doubt this will hit 
Soviet meal production, but as yet 
there is nothing to stop Moscow 
importing meat from Argentina. 
Australia or New Zealand to 
make up the difference if planners ’ 
think thev need it.
